Scuoout No. 1. 


The first term of eight weeks, commencing May 9, was 
taught by Miss Aueusta C. SarGenT, who is well known as an 
experienced teacher, and the school prospered well under her 
instruction. Whole number of scholars, 16; average attend- 
ance, 14. Classed as follows: Reading, 16; speliing, 16; 
arithmetic, 15; penmanship, 7; geography, 5; grammar, 3. 
The following names are found upon the roll of honor: Inez 
Heath, Cora Woodman. Number of visits by parents and 
others, 18. Wages of teacher per month, $12. Board per 
month, $6. 


The second term of twelve weeks, commencing Sept. 12, was 
under the instruction of Miss Eva D. Howe. This was her 
first attempt at teaching and I think the school was rather hard 
for a young teacher. I found at my last visit a want of school 
books which we hope will be remedied before another term. 
If parents are unable to procure them, they should let it be 
known and have them furnished in some other way. Whole 
number of scholars, 23; average attendance, 17. Number 
studying reading, 20; spelling, 21; penmanship, 0; arithme- 
tic, 16; geography, 12; grammar, 3; history, 1. Number of 
visits by parents and others, 19. Roll of honor: Cora Wood- 
man, Leon Woodman, Leland Mitchell. Wages of teacher per 
month, $14. Board per month, $8. 


Scuool, No. 2. 


One term of twelve weeks, commencing Sept. 5, was taught 
by Miss Aucusra C. Sarcenr, who has taught this school a 
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number of terms and always with good success. Whole num- 
ber of scholars, 10; average attendance, 8. Classed as fol- 
lows: Reading, 10; spelling, 10; penmanship, 10; arithmetic, 
8; geography, 4; grammar, 2; drawing, 2; bookkeeping, 1. 
Roll of honor: Myrtie C. Ferrin, Howard H. Hughes, Willie 
Parker, Annie Morrison, Edna Morrison and Joseph Morrison. 
Number of visits by parents and others, 17. Wages of 
teacher per month, $12.00. Board per month, $6.00. 


Scuoou No. 3. 


The first term of eight weeks commencing May 9, was taught 
by Miss Ipa M. Norris, of Meredith. The closing examina- 
tion was very good. Whole number of scholars, 13; average 
attendance, 10; number studying reading, 13; spelling, 13; 
penmanship, 13; arithmetic, 12; geography, 8; grammar, 4. 
Roll of honor: Mary E. Fletcher, Abbie Batchelder and Carrie 
M. Dalton. Number of visits by parents and others, six. 
Wages of teacher per month, $12.00. Board given. 

The second term commenced Oct. 3. Miss Inez M. An- 
prEews, of Ashland, teacher. This school was to have been 
seventeen weeks in length, but owing to sickness and bad 
traveling, it was thought best to close, after keeping fifteen 
weeks and two days. Miss ANDREws is a wide awake, energet- 
ic teacher, and the scholars made good progress under her in- 
struction. Whole number of scholars, 20; average attendance, 
16; number studying reading, 20; spelling, 20; penmanship, 
20; arithmetic, 19; geography, 5; grammar, 2; history, 4; 
rhetoric, 2; bookkeeping, 1; algebra, 2. Rollof honor: Mary 
Fletcher, Charlie Small, Charlie Huff and Fred Fitzpatric. 
Number of visits by parents and others, 10. Wages of teacher 
per month, $15.00. _ Board and wood given. 


ScHoou No. 7. 


One term, commencing Aug. 7, taught by Miss Lizzie P. 
WauitrEMorE. ‘This school was to have been fifteen weeks in 
length but owing to sickness of the teacher was closed after 
keeping eleven weeks and four days. As the school closed 
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suddenly I was unable to visit it the second time but have been 
informed that it was an excellent school. Whole number of 
scholars, 8; average attendance, 7. Number studying read- 
ing, 8; spelling, 8; penmanship, 8; arithmetic, 7; geography, 
5; grammar, 3. Roll of honor: Myra E. Clement. Number 
of visits by parents and others, 23. Wages of teacher per 
month including board, $20. 


ScHoo.t No. 8. 


This school had two terms, with only one week vacation, 
both under the instruction of Miss Fanniz M. Spencer, who is 
an experienced teacher and always keeps a good school. The 
first term of six weeks commenced Aug. 15. Whole number of 
scholars, 7; average attendance, 6. Number studying read- 
ing, 7; spelling, 7; writing, 4; arithmetic, 7; geography, 5; 
grammar, 5. Roll of honor: Agnes Dolloff, George Clough, 
Lenora Clough. 

The second term of twelve weeks commenced Oct. 3. Whole 
number of scholars, 9. average attendance, 7. Classed as fol- 
lows: Reading, 8; spelling, 9; penmanship, 4; arithmetic, 
9; grammar, 3; composition, 5; history, 6; physiology, 2. 
We find no names upon the roll of honor. Number of visits by 
parents and others, 9. Wages of teacher per month including 
board, $24. 


Scuoot No. 10. 


This school was united with former Union District the same as 
last year. The first eight weeks, commencing May 16, was taught 
at the Union school house, for the better accommodation of the 
little scholars. Both te1ms were under the instruction of Mrs. 
Frorence V. Mircnett. The scholars are mostly small and 
Mrs. Mitchell seems just the person to interest little children. 
We are glad to report profitable terms. Whole number of 
scholars first term, 8; average attendance, 7. Number study- 
ing reading, 8; spelling, 8; penmanship, 6; arithmetic, 6; 
geography, 3. Roll of honor: Ora A. Nichols, Ralph Nichols, 
Edith Mitchell, Ethel Mitchell, Nora Mitchell. Number of vis- 
its by parents and others, 9. 
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The second term of ten weeks was taught at No. 10 school 
house and commenced Aug. 29. Whole number of scholars, 
10; average attendance, 10. Number studying reading, 10; 
spelling, 10; penmanship, 8; arithmetic, 4; geography, 2. 
Roll of honor: Ethel Mitchell, Nora Mitchell, Edith Mitchell. 
Number of visits by parents and others, 9. Wages of teacher 
per month including board, $12 each term. _ 

In closing our report we will say that as a whole, we think 
our schools have been very successful. It is not always possi- 
ble to secure experienced teachers and sometimes those that 
will do well in one school may not succeed with some other 
one. There was no school in former district No. 5 the past 
year, two of the scholars attended No. 8 school and the others 
No. 3. This gave more money to the other schools, but per- 
haps it will not be best to continue in this way, as the distance 
is too great for small children to travel. In No. 2 as we all 
know there is not any school house, and this year a room was 
furnished by Mr. Ferrin at fifty cents per week, which was paid 
for by the town. ‘There are ten scholars in this school and some 
more small ones that will soon be large enough to attend. It 
is inconvenient having the school at a private house and the 
people are unwilling to have it even for pay. We think there 
is need of a suitable school house. 

Whole number of scholars not less than five years of age who 
have attended school two weeks or more, 78. Number of chil- 
dren between five and fifteen who have attended no school dur- 
ing the year, 8. Number of scholars between 5 and 15 as re- 
ported by the selectmen, 71—35 boys and 36 girls.
